Alfred L. Brown, president of the 
Florida School for the Deaf and the 
Blind at St. Augustine, was the 
principal speaker at the w 
luncheon of the Jacksonville Kx- 
change Club at theGeorge Washing- 
ton Hotel on Wednesday noon, April 
9th. One of the Jacksonville dailies 
printed in part the following; — 

"Mr. Brown, describing the work 
at the St. Augustine institution, 
explained that a deaf child reaching 
the school at the age of six yean 
has no language. The same is true 
when boys and girls of 15 or 16 
years of age are received by the 
school. These children, he said, 
must have a language by which thev 
can be taught. The use of the oral 
system, speaking with the lips and 
reading the lips, is employe 
continued, and the child gradually 
acquires a vocabulary." 

Before leaving for St. Augustine 
in the afternoon. Mr. Brown ex- 
tended a cordial invitation to 
members of the club to inspect the 
school buildings and see how the 
work of education the deaf is being 
accomplished.

Some visitors from out of town were 
nt, eager to see the films of their 
friend. Among these were Mr. Louis 
H.ii heberle, of Cincinnati; Mr. Ayers 
and Mt. and Mrs. McConnell, of 
Akron. Most of the visitors called at 
the school Sunday. 

Friendl of Miss Nettie Jones, who 
left Columbus almost twenty years ago, 
to make her home at Milwaukee, Wis., 
with her sister, were shocked, indeed 
to learn through Miss Bertha Druggan 
that she passed away on March 29th, 
and was buried in Milwaukee.

In our hospital in a short 
time thirty beds were ready, the doc- 
tor, nurses and supplies all on hand 
with Mrs. Jones in charge; but later 
word came that the penitentiary hos- 
pital could care for the injured. We 

suspect all felt a little disappointed to 
be deprived of the chance to help the 
suffering ones.

Teaching; Deaf Children 

By Dr. W. A. Evans 



Prof. Robert H. Gault has invent- 
ed a new aid for teaching deaf per- 
sons, and particularly deaf children. 
Il is called the teletactor and it 
serves to aid the deaf to perceive 
and to interpret words and other 
sounds. In \ ery low forms of life 
the ability to hear after a fashion is 
possessed by every cell. In the 
higher planes this ability becomes 
Specialized in the cells of the ear ap- 
paratus and all other cells retain no- 
thing but the rudiments of bearing 

capacity. This statement, left by 

itself, might lead one to think that 
Prof. C.ault's teletactor enables one 
to Inar with his fingers, but such a 
Conclusion would be a great and 

misleading exaggeration. Here is 

another line of approach to another 
explanation. 

The art of lip reading consists in 
watching the movement of the lips 
and mouth in talking and in infer- 
ing sounds and words theielioin. 

Or in another line of approach. A 

smart deaf person can guess what is 
said to him bv the altitude of the 
speaker, his gestures, and the ex- 
pression of his face. Prof. Cutlt 
has given us still another method of 
interpreting the speaker to the deaf 
person. 

The telectactor is a small tele- 
phone appai atns tm transmitting the 
It 1 1 of speech from the mouth of 
the speaker to the Bngeitip of the 
deafened person. A cord runs to 
the pupil. He holds it with one 
finger on the button or diaphragm, 
as the case mav be. An electric 
current transmits the feel of the 
spoken word from the receiving 
diaphragm and reproduces it against 
the finger of the listener. The in- 
strument can be used with a single 

listener, it is more effective when 

a group of deaf children study to- 
gether, each with his finger on the 
button of a receiving handle. Ill 
using this instrument for teaching 
■I children the usual peda 
gogic methods are made list of. 
Words are written on a blackboard 
as they aie spoken. The pupil
